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REPORT. 


FELLow CITIZENS OF FREMONT: 


The preceding table should be carefully examined by all, who are 
interested in the cause of education, as it exhibits, as far as statistics 
can show, the condition of the schools in this Town the past year. 


Your Committee can with pleasure say, that all of our schools during 
the year have been successful ;. 200d experienced Teachers were em- 
ployed, and they appeared to labor faithfully, diligently, in the dis- 
charge of the duties and responsibilities of their station; certainly we 
could have had better schools, and probably would, if the scholars and 
parents had taken, generally, as lively an interest in their success and 
progress as were manifested by the Teachers. 


If the scholars are not decidedly bad, a good energetic teacher will 
have a decent school with an “I don’t care” class of pupils, even when 
parents occupy a neutral position. Imagine the same teacher with 
different surroundings—boys and girls desirous of learning all they 
can, and not only ‘“‘mean” but try to be good, with watchful encoura- 
ging parents—how magical the change—both of these pictures can be 
seen by any one who will take the trouble of visiting some two or 
three of our town schools. 


Now fellow citizens, were I to tell you plainly, what, in my judg- 
ment, I consider to be the true, unvarnished condition of the educa- 
tional interests of the town of Fremont, do you think it would be very 
flattering ? We all know how much easier and pleasanter it is to praise 
than censure ; it is also evident that the schools in Fremont will not 
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compare very unfavorably with those of the adjoining towns, but ought 
we to be content with this ? Is there one among us all who in his pri- 
vate affairs even if he is prospering fairly, does not desire to do better, 
to progress ; gain a higher standard of excellence ? Should not intel- 
ligent people, christian people, care as much for the moral and intel- 
lectual advancement of their children as for their own pecuniary in- 
terests ? Is this strong language—compare the School House in district 
No. 1 with the buildings through the district ; would one of those good 
farmers tolerate sucha building on his own premises for a season ? who 
is circulating the subseription for a new school-house ? Will the forty 
odd visitors at the fine examination in Dis. No. 3, last summer soon 
forget what a jam we had of it ? and did they fail to notice that some 
seventy-five feet of space might be available for school purposes, which 
was used for a wood closet ? | 


It is no use to speak, however, of these things now; the Town is 
in debt,—yes, heavily in debt,—true, if it were not, we should have 
some other equally plausible excuse, “the houses are better than they 
were fifty years ago,” or perhaps some would flatly say “they are good 
enough.” Such a spirit will never pay our Debt, build school houses 
suitably adapted for the uses designed, rear orderly children, who will 
become intelligent, useful citizens, or fill our meeting houses with cred- 
itable audiences. When will people learn to look beyond their pock- 
ets, or if they desire to gain in wealth so much, why do they not act 
reasonably for once concerning the education of the young! Do the 
good people of Fremont really imagine that if they should build the best 
of school-houses, and place in each of them suitable illustrative appara- 
tus, anda well selected library, also maintain a series of instructive 
lectures during the winter, visit the schools oceasionally, encourage the 
children in their studies, and do many other little things to help on the 
good work, that the town would go speedily to destruction, the land 
become barren, the buildings fall to pieces, the people wasteful and 
idle ? would it not be the reverse of this ? Surely the character of the | 
people has everything to do with the value of our lands and all that 
can represent property ; make ourselves better and more intelligent 
and we proportionally increase the value, yea, and beauty of our 
possessions. ‘The question then is, shall we go on improving, progres- 
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sing, beautifying, or try to remain stationary and find ourselves behind 
our neighbors, travelling the down hill road ? 


There did not appear to be differences sufficient in the several 
schools to make separate details of each interesting if they were given; 
the same care should be taken by the Prudential Committees the en- 
suing vear to secure the services of first class teachers.
